Once he was al¬ 
most starving, for one man in six in Phepertal 
plies the leather trade, and few in the village 
can afford such products. 

This leatherworker learned what he knew 
from his father and his father’s father. He was 
not literate because the village school was barred 
to him. He was born a harijan, a member of the 
caste called “unclean.” 

One day he left Phepertal. He went to the 
Friends’ Center in neighboring Rasulia, where 
at last he could earn enough to eat. While work¬ 
ing at the Center’s cooperative store he heard 
about its school. Here, not ancestry but a re-

CAN GOOD COME OUT OF EVIL? 

One of the great enigmas perennially teasing the minds of thoughtful men 
is this: How can God ever succeed in saving the world when man so persistently 
sins? In a law-abiding universe in which “whatsoever a man sows that shall he 
also reap ” how can anything but evil result from the vile deeds we mortals 
insist upon doing? Can good ever come out of evil? 

The question is a catch. Whichever way you answer will be wrong. 

For if you say good does eventuate from evil, you are an apologist for 
wrong-doers* who might then say that it doesn’t matter much how bad they are 
since God will bring good out of their wickedness somehow anyway. 

But if you say good never can eventuate from evil, then you impugn the 
moral nature of the universe, and God must surely suffer defeat; for evil certainly 
does exist, and God undeniably allows it* and whatever is allowed must be for 
some purpose, and we cannot but believe that the ultimate purpose of the 

Creator is good. , 

So we cannot give a categorical answer. There are some questions to 
Which wo cannot reply Yes or No without carrying false implications. The 
Standard illustration of that fact is the lawyer who insisted that a witness 
answer Yes or No; the witness refused, claiming either answer would not be 
the truth; the attorney urged that, everything being either so or not so, every 
question could be truthfully answered by a negative or an affirmative; where- 
upon the witness said to him: “Then answer me this, Yes or No: Have you 

stopped beating your wife?” , , , . ljL , , 

If he answered Yes, it would imply that he had been guilty of beating 

her; and if No, it would imply that he was still at it. 

The problem of good coming out of evil can be correctly solved only by 

restating it, by putting it thus: , 

No one should commit evil that good may come of it, yet when evil is done 
and the wrong results inevitably accrue as they do—for the law of retribution 
always works, and sin brings suffering and sorrow, not only to mortals, but to 
God as well—even so* God can and does use such results to achieve His purpose. 
He cannot be altogether defeated. 

As the moral Ruler of the universe, He never wills or causes evil, but tie 
does allow it. So when evil is done by wicked agents, He can overrule it and 
brin? about some utterly unanticipated good. 

So it is truthfully said that “an evil tree cannot bring forth good fruit, that 
we are to “abhor evil” and “do good,” all implying that evil’s consequences are 
disastrous. 

But again it is written that God “maketh the wrath of man to praise Him, 
and that “all things work together for good,” meaning that, no matter what 
evil men do, the Ruler of events will see to it that good results at long last. 

To sum up, if there is any good to be got out of evil we had better let the 
Deity attend to so miraculous □ business; for a man who does evil for the sake 
of good is trying to play God. Yet we should not despair when men do evil, 
nor"be afraid of the threat of wickedness in the world, even though we suffer 
evil consequences for a time, for we know God lives, that He is all-good and 
all-powerful, and that He will achieve His ultimate purpose.

MEMO FROM ALLAN A. HUNTER, Minister, Mt, Hollywood Congregational Church 
Resource Leader on 1956 Peace Tour 


tr I want first to congratulate the Tour Conductor, Rev* W* M* Hammond, on the overall 
name — HORIZONS UNLIMITED Tours* Just seeing those words (in big white letters on 
the handy brown travel-bag that one can’t resist displaying at any opportunity to go 
anywhere), reminds one of the stretching of perspective that the 1956 Peace Tour most , 
certainly brought to our group as we sang, chatted, photographed, and rubbernecked 
our way on the HORIZONS UNLIMITED bus that took us through Denmark, Germany, Austria, 
Switzerland, France, and Belgium* 

The feature that meant most to me, and which I believe will be a life-long and 
refreshing memory for all of us, was the close-up encounter with those arena-Christians 
of Europe who embody the answer to Communism, hydrogen bombs, and despair* There is 
nothing, literally nothing, like a day and an evening meal with the Philippe Verniers — 
enjoying in their home not just, as one of our party put it, the best of France, but 
of the Kingdom of HeavenJ The stimulus and encouragement of being in the presence 
of Martin Niemoeller for five hours and the experience of discussing basic questions 
with him was also unforgettable* Then there was the leisure at the Freundschaftsheim 
(Friendship House) with the Wilhelm Menschings, where one could breathe in the 
beauty and history of Germany and at the same time have hours with spiritual giants 
like Pastor Mensching, Pastor Heide, Church President Ernst Wilm* 

The comradeship of such a small group as we had, combined with the chances to 
look around at some of the touristic highlights of Europe, plus the close association 
with real saints and near-saints — these made the Peace Tour so interesting as well 
as significant that I covet this mountain-top experience for every friend*

Dr, 
Culbert Rutenber, whose address wo hope will be printed 
In the Christ lap Century o The faot that so many people 
paid their own way to go on the 1956 Peace Tour in the 
hope of advancing the oanse of peace was not due merely 
to a desire to" see Europe, but is an indication of a 
concern so great that they are making real sacrlflceso 


If it is true, as I believe, that these and many other 
facts indicate that our witness is more important than 
ever and that people are more open to It, then it needs 
to be spread not only in sermons but especially in small 
lnfonnal friendly groups and personal conversations** If 
our words are backed up by consistent good will to all 
((See Open Fortxm Letter on ,r What Ought We To Be Doing")), 
who knows but that we^ may be instrumental in turning the 
tide away from ooercion toward persuasion and good will? 


This is hot final but it appears that Dr, Kenneth S, 
Latourette of Yale (did you know he is "one of us"?) will 
speak at they^PF Breakfast during the ABC sessions next 
spring at lyfiLladelphia? Better plan now to be there I 


Probably our sponsorship and promotion of PEAC E TOUR TQ 
EUROPE this past summer will prove lo he one of the most 
Important contributions we of the BPF have yet made to 
the oause of world peace 0 While Baptists were strongest 
(8 out of 20 tourmembers), the group was thoroughly ecu¬ 
menical both in its inclusion of Quakers, Presbyterians, 
Congregational I sts, and a Unitarian and In Its leadership 
wherein Dr, Allan Hunter of Hollywood, California was our 
chief resource leader** 


Conferences with leading pacifists like Andre and Magda 
Trocme, Philippe Vernier, Kaspar Mayr and his daughter 
Hildegard, gave us a deeper Insight into the power of re- 
conciliation** Intimate and extended conferences with 
great leaders of the German church (Martin Niemoeller, 
Ernst Wllm - head of the Church in Westphalla-Rhineland, 
Propst Grueber - head of the Church in East Germany), all 
of whom had spent 3 or more years in Nazi concentration 
camps, strengthened our faith and courage and deepened 
our Christian and pacifist convictions while helping us 
to see the price that sometimes must be paid.

And we saw the other side, too, meeting with General 
Gruenther, Supreme Commander of NATO Forces of Europe and 
Supreme Commander Allied Forces of Europe, and with two 
groups of prominent communists, one in Versailles,France 
and the other in East Berlin, Many of us were impressed 
by General Gruenther 1 s Intel ligenoe, understanding, and 
integrity. So long as nations depend primarily on mili¬ 
tary strength, we should be grateful that the leaders are 
men of such high intellectual and moral oalibre. But as 
BPF Members Bill Hanson and Ernie Gwinn of Seattle said, 
"We saw an unpleasant Identity of policy between the NATO 
offiolal command and the East Berlin Peace Counoil -link 
in the World Peace Council- both believing they must work

In preparation, the Annual Letter to 6 000 ABC Pastors 
was composed and mailed with a leaflet (strong appeal to 
be Chrlstian,e®g,, pacifist, by a layman: "Bombs Away"), 
an invitation to take a pacifist stand with us, at least 
to attend our events at Seattle, Over 125 responses ask¬ 
ing to be recipients of our newsletter and for further 
information about pacifism and BPF1 At Seattle, striking 
display of peace posters attracted over 3®00 people to 
visit our Exhibit Booth and receive some 10,000 pieces cf 
free peace literature and buy other books; ouer 1000 per¬ 
sons entered into personal discussion with some BPF woricer 
about Christian pacifism. This breaking of records extended 
to our annual Breakfast where 135 (perhaps 50^ nonmembers)* 
shared fellowship and heard Dr* Rutenber speek, while many 
others could not get into the overflowing rooml Seattle 
Convention resulted in more than 50 new memberships, and 
finding of an additional 100 persons for our mailing list 
of interested non-members<* Second annual Policy Planning

Yemenite synagogue in Israel, Dahlberg found the Spirit 
of the Living God imbuing a whole congregation with a 
vibrant and unmistakable faith, which to witness at wor¬ 
ship even by reading this report is to receive convincing 
evidence of a ground In Israel for reconciliation with 
all men who worship God even though His name be "Father 
of Jesus the Christ" - or Allah! And Polish Jews at 
worship in the new Israel so enraptured by awareness of 
The Living Presence that a whole singing congregation 
took to the center of their worship and "togetherness", 
the visitor who was not only a Christian minister but 
also a citizen of a land often sorely oastigated by many 
Israelis* These living experiences of reconciliation 
working unconsciously apparently are in character with 
tte the beliefs of some of Israel's highest citizens* 

The Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem, Rabbi Issao Herzog is tte 
father of Haylm Herzog, Chief Military Conmander of new 
Jerusalem, and of Jacob, Chief of the U«S* Division of 
the Foreign Office* Rabbi Herzog called himself a very 
strong believer in fulfilment of God's prophecies in the 
Book; reading Isaiah 19:24-25, he told Dahlberg that this 
prophecy also was sure of fulfilment* Look it up; God 
puts an equal blessing here on Egypt, Assyria, Israel* 
Rabbi Herzog believes in Peace in the Middle East with 
God's equal blessing upon all the troubled neighbors, 
apparently In his own lifetime* In these terms, what 
blessing could exist except when such peaoe is with jus¬ 
tice for all and based on real reconciliation? Many 
secret believers in Christ, among the Jews, were found 
by Dahlberg who did not equivocate about his own faith 
in prophetic fulfilment cf Jesus' claim that He would 
draw all peoples to Himself* We in the Bpf and FOR be¬ 
lieve that reconciliation works it so If out when eaoh who 
sees the light of faith in that low seen Jjx Jesus, gives 
himself to Christ's Way* Maybe this will prove as valid 
and pertinent as the political paths to mld-East peace!

Texas. He has resided also in Louisiana, Iowa, Illinois, New Jersey, N 
York, North Carolina and’California. He attended Drake University and did 
graduate study at the University of Chicago Divinity School, Union 
Theological Seminary, ana Columbia University. During a semester he 
taught two seminars at the Yale University Divinity School, and he 
taught at Union Theological Seminary Summer School.

A SPIRITUAL EXPLORATION 

A Search Through Prayer Retreats 
For Answers To Two Questions 


Every thoughtful person is aware of the sickness of our 
society. Everywhere there is confusion, maladjustment, 
tension, suspicion, fear, and conflict. Beyond the broken 
homes registered in divorce courts are countless families 
rent by bitter quarrels and unloving relationships. Many 
young people are haunted by a sense of insecurity and a 
feeling of futility in life. Across racial lines there is much 
hostility, and the economic struggle is often ruthless. The 
political scene sometimes brings a feeling of nausea, while 
nations are hovering on the brink of hydrogen warfare. 
Civil liberties are widely scorned, and many teachers are 
filled with timidity. And sometimes the message of the 
Prince of Peace is proclaimed in a nearly inaudible 
whisper. 

Prompted by realization of urgent need, a spontaneous 
movement has arisen in Southern California and Arizona 
among ministers of many religious bodies who are plan¬ 
ning a search for answers to two questions: HOW CAN 
WE FIND THE WILL OF GOD? HOW CAN WE GET 
POWER TO DO IT? What does God want us to do in 
the home, in personal relations, in the neighborhood, in 
race relations, in economic life, in political affairs, in inter¬ 
national relations? How can we get power to live the way 
God wants us to live all the time? 


Ministers with the cooperation of lay leaders will inau¬ 
gurate a series of unhurried PRAYER RETREATS in 
their local churches or homes of members. Experience has 
shown conclusively the value of SEVERAL HOURS of 
sustained fellowship, conversation and prayer. The local 
minister will meet successively with different groups of ten 
to forty of his members for prolonged exchange of per¬ 
plexities and problems, and for an earnest search for 
answers and for God’s power. 

TIME OF RETREATS 

1. Some ministers will use Saturday afternoon and 
evening from 2 to 9 with different groups on successive 
weeks for this prayerful conversation. 

2. In some cases different groups of ten to forty will 
remain after the morning service on successive Sundays for 
dinner at the church, or in a home, and remain together 
until 6 o’clock. 

3. Some ministers will meet with different groups on 
Sunday afternoon and evening from 2 to 9. 

4. Frequent use will be made of the supper fellowship 
and long evening of sustained conversation and prayer. 

5. Groups of women will meet from 10 A.M. to 3 or 
4 P.M. on weekdays.

THE NATURE OF THE SEARCH 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to spe¬ 
cific questions, but for WAYS of discovering what is right 
in God’s sight in every relationship, and for POWER to 
live as God is yearning for us to live. 

It is expected that during the weeks of these Prayer 
Retreats the minister will preach a series of sermons on 
these two questions. 

In some cases the Retreats will be prepared for by visit¬ 
ation two by two to homes of members, interpreting the 
Exploration and enrolling individuals for the Retreats. 
Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult 
classes, women’s societies, men’s clubs and other agencies 
of the local church in the search in their regular meetings.

5. Some will endeavor to expose the entire church mem¬ 
bership to the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat. 

In Southern California, after the Spiritual Exploration 
has been under way for several weeks, participating min¬ 
isters are to meet for an exchange of experiences at THE
